The  number  of  inhabited  houees  at  the  end  of  1945>  acoording  t 
to  the  Rate  Book  was  2,500,  the  Rateable  Value  being  £42,929  and 
the  sum  represented  by  a penny  rule  - £178. 

The  social  conditions  were  good;  the  chief  industry  is 
Cotton  Weaving,  though  a large  number  of  people  were  working  on 
munitions  outside  the  area  and  there  was  little  unemployment  in 
the  District  during  the  year.

INFECTIOUS 

AjII  cases  of  Infectious  disease  were  visited  upon 
notification,  and  v/here  patients  arc  not  transfetred 
to  Isolation  hospital,  tl^ey  are  isolated  in  one 
room  of  the  house.  Disinfectants  are  kept  at  the 
Town  Hall  and  supplies  are  given  to  neeeasltiouo 
oases.  Diphtherifi  Antitoxin  and  Tetanus  Antitoxin 
are  also  issued  free  to  Medical  Practitioners  on 
application. 

There  were  4 oases  of  Diphtheria  notified  during 

the  year.  1 - final  diagnosis  - Tonsillitis..

143  children  received  treaiJment  during  the  year, 
79  of  these  were  children  under  5 years  of  age, 
the  remaining  64  (38  --  boost  injections)  were 
oliildren  attending  school.  I have  continued  to 
give  talks  Qua  the  value  of  immunisation,  and 
posters  have  been  displayed  in  the  townsliip*
